BARROWS FUNERAL 
TODAY 


Mr. Wilmington is dead. The 
funeral of Herbert C (Cyrus) 
Barrows is to be held at 2 pm 
today, from the Nichols Funer- 
al Home, on “iddlesex Avenue, 
with internment to follow in 
the Wildwood Cemetery. 
The Rev. Terry C Thomason of 
the Wilmington Methodist Church 
is to conduct the services, 
Mr. Barrows died at 2 am Mon- 
day, in the Winchester Hos- 
pital. He had been a patient 
in a Reading rest-home sinte 
September 1957, following a 
heart attack, after which, 
characteristically, he drove 
his truck home, a distance of 
two miles. 
He had been getting progres- 
sively weaker during the last 
few weeks of his life, but had 
kept possession of his facul- 
ties almost to the end, and 
had been interested in town 
affairs up to his last illness 
and had read many books, 
Herbert Barrows attended town 
meetings, without missing a 
single meeting, for over 62 
years, The first meeting which 
he missed was of June 1, 1956, 
at which time the town voted 
to rezone 70 acres of land 
owned by him, on which AVCO 
wanted to build its new re- 
search laboratory. 

Honored Citizen 


Mr. Barrows was honored by 
both the Town of Wilmington 
and the Governor of Massachu- 
setts, on March 13, 1954, in 
the annual Town Meeting of 
that year, held in the J. %& 
Greer plant. A telegram of 
congratulations was received 
from Gov. Christian A Herter, 
on his sixtieth year of at- 
tendance at town meetings, and 
his 43rd year as an official 
of Wilmington, during which he 
served as a selectman for 
eight years, and on the Finance 
Committee for thirty years. 

Mr Barrows moved to ‘ilming- 
ton in 1903, buying a farm on 
Woburn Street which later be- 
came the site of the Avco re- 
search facility, His father, a 
resident of Reading, owned a 
milk business in which he was 
then engaged, and he later be- 
came a contractor and a nur- 
sery man, 

He is survived by his second 
wife, Nina (Kincaid) Barrows, 
two sons, Robert H. and Her- 
bert J. and a daughter, Mrs. 
Elsie Woolaver. 

‘He had been, in previous 
years, a member of Wilmington 
Rotary, of Friendship Lodge 
AF&AM, of the Middlesex County 
Fire Warden’ Association, and 
at the time of his death was a 
member of the Whitefield Lodge 
of Odd Fellows. 


MANY DIGNITARIES AT 


FULLER 


The Methodist Church was 
crowded, yesterday afternoon, 
as dignitaries attended the 
last services for Officer 
George Fuller, of the Wil- 
mington Police Department, 
Officer Fuller died at the st 
John’s Hospital in Lowell on 
October first, after a brief 
illness, 

Born in Wilmington 54 years 
ago, educated in the Wilming- 
ton schools, he was employed 
for many years at the old Cur- 
rier's Market in Wilmington 
Square, and became a Special 
Police Officer in 1978. He was 
given a permanent appointment 
in 194%, and served as a 
policeman of Wilmington to the 
day of his death, . 

Officer Fuller was a member 
of the Wilmington-Tewksbury 
Lodge of Elks, the Massachus- 
etts Police Association and 
the Rainbow Fish & Game Club 
of New Hampshire, 

He is survived by two sons, 
Ronald W and Charlee J. both 
of Wilmington, his wife, Mary 
(Pupkis) Fuller, four brothers 
Howard D and Willard, of “il- 
mington, Elwood of Winchester, 
and Arthur of New Hampshire, 
ani a sister, Amy Geranen of 
Virginia,

HEALTH BOARD 
OKAYS SHELTERS 


Wilmington’ s Board of Health, 

Monday night, after a session 
lasting an hour with Building 
Inspector Minot Anderson and 
Civil Defense Director Renee 
LaRivee, put its stamp of ap- 
proval on emergency fall-out 
shelters, in Wilmington, 

The Board of Health will re- 
lax some of its regulations 
for the purpose of allowing 
such shelters to be erected, 
providing that such shelters 
are approved by Civil Defense 
and by the Building Department 
and further that they do not 
become substitutes for regular 
living quarters. 

The principal fear of those 
in the discussion was that 
Wilmington residents would 
build shelters that could be- 
come death traps, either 
through poor construction, 
through lack of sanitation or 
lack of oxygen.

BUTTERS ROW WATER 


The Board of Water Commis- 
sioners have called for a pub- 
lic hearing, on October 19th 
for the purpose of considering 
the installation of a water 
main on Butters Row, between 
Chestnut Street and Main st. 

The hearing was called last 
Thursday after a meeting be- 
tween the Commissioners wd a 
number of land-omers on that 
street, in which the land ow- 
ners agreed in principal to a 
Proposal by the Commissioners. 
The tow turned down, in Town 
Meeting last spring, a proposal 
to install a 12 inch main on 
Butters Row, after the resi- 
dents of that street objected 
to the cost to the abuttors. 

A 12 inch water main is ne- 
cessary somewhere between 
Chestnut Street and Main St, 
to accomodate a new pumping 
station and well field off 
Chestnut Street. Since the 
Butters Row main was rejected 
by the town the Commissioners 
have been making plans for a 
Similarly sized main to go di- 
rectly from the new wellfield 
to Main Street in the vicinity 


of the J W Greer plant. 

Such a water main would cut 
off the necessity of instal- 
ling one on Butters Row, and 
the meeting Thursday night was 
to discuss this, with the res- 
idents, before any final de- 
cision was made. 

Under the new proposals of 
the Water Commissioners the 
cost of putting the new water 
main either over or under the 
B&MRR tracke would be borne 
entirely by the town, and 
would not be a part’ of the 
Betterments which would be 
paid by the abuttors, 

The Betterment cost would be 
in the vicinity of $3 a foot, 
the Commissioners said.

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HERB BARROWS 

Herb Barrows was the only man we ever met 
who could be described as having a real "Yankee" 
accent. Well educated and cultured, he talked 
like a character out of a Raymonds store adver- 
tisement. "Now" to Herb was "Neow" and "Bill" 
was a two syllable word, "Be-ell". 

Small and wiry, his first job was the tea- 
ching of a class of boys in Reading High School 
back about 1888, give or take a couple of years 
Reading High School at that time was in the 
building at the head of Reading Common, beside 
Old South Church, and Herb taught on the second 
floor. His class, reportedly, had led several 
previous male teachers to resign because of 
their unruly behaviour. 

On Herb's second morning one of the school 
officials called on him. He had heard that perl 
had knocked down one of the pupils, the day be- 
fore. 

Now Herb had not only knocked down the pupil 
but he had gone further, and kicked him down 
the stairs, and the conversation, on Herb's 
part, went like this:- 

"We-eel neow, I don't know - maybee I deed,- 
but tell mee - deed yaou ever see a nicer he- 
haved class of baoys?® 

The official got the point and asked no more 
questions. 

Every Sunday he would take a horse and rig 
down to the Quannapowitt Race Tract, where, at 
the turn of the century, harness racing was 
quite the thing. The racing wasn't just for the 
fun of it, either, for considerable sums were 
won and lost on those Sundays. 

One particularly hard driver,one Sunday, was 
on the point of overtaking Herb, when suddenly 
he put his hands to his face and dropped out of 


the race, which Herb won. 
After the race someone asked Herb about it. 
Herb shifted his quid and said "We-ell, I 


ri-ightly doan't knaow, bu-ut I wouldn't he 
surprised if he got so-ome tobaccow juice in 
hi-is eye!" 

The trading of horses, in those days, was 
the final test of a man's ability, and any 
trick was legal - as long as you could get away 
with it. "Doctored" horses were common, and the 
easiest way to disguise a stolen horse, at 
least for a day or two, was to cover him with 
coffee grounds, which would color the white 
hair and make it appear brown. 

A Wakefield physician bought such a horse, 
which Herb recognized instantly for being a 
"ringer." The physician asked Herb for his onin 
on of this fine bit of horseflesh.

In 1893 Herb bought the old farmhouse near 
Perry's corner, and moved to Wilmington. He 
paid $1300 for the house and about 75 acres of 
land. 

He was a contractor and a logger when he 
moved to Wilmington, in addition to being a 


farmer. His father, at that time, still lived 
in the old Barrows farm which stands today near 


Death Bridge (so-called) in Reading, and Herb 
helped out on the milk-routes. 

In a few years Herb had a chance to buy Jake 
Manning's North Wilmington Nursery, and jumped 
at the chance. Jake Manning had had a nursery 
in Reading ever since the end of the Civil War, 
the nursery being between High Street and the 
railroad, in what later became part of the best 
real estate area in Reading. Jake was in a lit- 
tle trouble, financially, and had to sell, and 
Herb jumped at the chance - and that was how he 
got into the nursery business that was so long 
associated with his name. 

Herb logged a good part of Wilmington, for 
white pine, while he was still a young fellow. 
There are traces today of dams that he built in 
the Garden of Eden, to float out logs in the 
spring floods, and he logged most of the area 
in North Wilmington between Andover Street and 
the North Reading line. 

In 1906 he was on the Building Committee 
that built the Whitefield School - he testified 
about it eight or ten years ago,during the Har- 
riman Tannery trial. In 1912, we think it was 
he was elected a Selectman of Wilmington. , 

Herb was a Selectman twice, but not for long 
In order to be a Selectman a man has to win a 
popularity contest, and Herb was too honest and 
too blunt to win that kind of contest, but that 
probably made him all the better a Selectman. 

It was in 1912, we think, that a man named 
Carter burned down his barn, on the Wilmington- 
Burlington line, near where Bedell's market is 
today. : 

Both the Wilmington and the Burlington Fire 
Departments galloped over to put ont the fire 
but Carter was standing in the doorway with a 
rifle, threatening to shoot the first man who

Mel Southmayd, who has oper- 
ated a Texaco Station at the 
corner of Shawsheen Avenue and 
Main Street is now operating 
from terporary headquarters a 
hundred yards or so further up 
main Street - and Mei finds 
the going tough.

A form will be 
distributed to each child in 
the schools tor be filled out 
by the parent; for other mem- 
bers of his family who desire 
tags, additional orders may be 
filled out on blank paper and 
returned with the child to his 
classroom,

The tags are adjustable 
non-toxic, and will not darken 
nor discolor the skin. Wilming- 
ton’s Civil Defense Director, 
Rene LaRivee, was quoted as 
saying, ‘The Whitefield PTA is 
doing a great service for the 
People of Wilmington by spon- 
soring the Ip tag program. it's 
a lot of work for them, but 
the protection and peace-nf- 
mind afforded by the tags is 
very important, and the PTA 
may expect my complete co- 
operation.’ 

The ID tags, bearing name, 
address, telephone number, and 
religion (if desired), will 
serve as identification in 
case of accidents, sudden ill- 
nesses, or catastrophies of 
any kind. If the individual 
suffers from diabetes, epil- 
epsy, heart condition, or has 
any allergies - that, too, can 
be put on the tag. 

Two types of tags will be of- 
ferred. One is a necklace type 
with bead chain at 45¢. The o- 
ther is a slightly curved and 
attractive wrist type tag with 
a link chain at . All parts 
are of chrome stainless steel. 
A special feature of these 
tags is that a St. Christopher 
emblem may be added to tne re- 
verse side at no extra charge, 
if desired, 
There is 


also au optional 


feature for the high school 


students, For 10¢ extra they 
may have the words ‘Wilmington 
High School’ and the student's 
class year lettered on the up- 
per side of wrist tags and the 
identification lettering will 
be put on the reverse side. 
Last spring the Whitefield 
PTA ran a pilot program in 
the Whitefield School. Over 
70% of the students as well 
as many adults obtained tags. 
This result was so encourag- 
ing that they have voted to 
expand the program this year 
so that as many people as 
possible may have this pro- 
tection at low cost.
